LOK SABHA SECRET AMAT 

New Delhi, the 2ncl March, 1973 

G.S.R. 482. — In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 
19 of the Lok Sabha Secretaiial (Recruitment and Conditions 
of Service) Rules, 1935, the Speaker hereby makes the follow- 
ing rules further to amend the I. ok Sabha Secretariat (Con- 
duct) Rules, 1953, namely : — 

1. (i) These Rules may be called the Lok Sabha Secreta- 

riat (Conduct) Amendment Rules, 1973. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Conduct) rules, 1955 
(hereafter referred to as the said Rules), in Rule 7,— 

(i) The Explanation shall be re-numbered as Explanation 

I, and in Explanation I, as so re-numbered, in sub- 
clause (d) of clause (1), for the words, “and radio- 
grams" the words ‘ radiograms and television sets” 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) after Explanation I, as so re-numbered, the following 
Explanation shall be inserted, namely : — 

“Explanation II ; For the purpose of this rule, “lease” 
means, except where it is obtained from, or 
granted to, a person having official dealing with 
the officer, a lease of immovable property from 
year to year or for any term exceeding one year 
or reserving a yearly rent.” 

3. After rule 7 of the said Rules, the following rule shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

“7-A. Restrictions In relation to acquisition and disposal 
of Immovable property ontslde India and transac- 
tions with foreigners, etc : — 

Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (2) of rule 
7, no officer shall; except with the previous sanction of the 
Secretary; 


(a) acquire, by purchase, mortgage, lease, gift or other- 

wise, either in his own name or in the name of 
any member of his family, any immovable property 
situate outside India ; 

(b) dispose of, by sale, mortgage, gift, or otherwise, or 
giant any lease in lespect of, any immovable pro- 
perty situate outside India which was acquired oi- 
ls held by him eithei in his own name or in the 
name of any member of his family; 

(c) enter in‘o any transaction with any foreigner, foreign 

Government, foreign organisation or concern, — 

(1) for the acquisition, by purchase mortgage, lease, 
gift or otherwise, either in his own name or in 
the name of any member of his family, of anv 
immovable property; 

(ii) for the disposal of, by sale, mortgage, gift, or 
otherwise, or the giant of any lease in lespect 
of, any immovable property which was acquired 
or is held by him either in his own n,ame or in 
the name of any member of his family.

According to proviso to Rule 13(6) of Central Secretariat 
Service Rules, 1962, the direct recruitment quota in the 
Grade of Assistant was to the extent of 50 per cent of sub- 
stantive vacancies upto 30th September, 1972, It has now 
been decided that this provision may be extended for a fur- 
ther period of one year from 1st October, 1972. The pro- 
viso to Rule 13(6) of C.S.S. Rules, 1962, is, therefore, being 
amended with retrospective effect. The interest of no one is 
prejudicially affected by reason of giving retrospective 
effect to this amendment, as the actual direct recruitment to 
the Grade of Assistant has been made only to the extent 
of 50 per cent of the substantive vacancies from 1st October, 
1972 onwards.

C,S.IL 504. — Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund Rules, 1949 were 
published as required by sub-section (i) of section 10 of the 
Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1947 (32 of 1947) 
at page 3715 of the Gazette of India Part 11 Section 3 sub- 
section (i), dated the 23 rd December, 1972, under the noti- 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour 
and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Employ- 
ment) G.S.R, 1609, dated the 13th December, 1972, inviting 
objections or suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, till the expiry of a period of forty days 
from the publication of the said notification in the Official 
Gazette; 


And where the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 23rd December, 1972; 


And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public on the said draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 10 of the said Act, the (Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Coal 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund Rules, 1949, namely: — 

I. (1) These rules may be called the Coal Mines Labour 
Welfare Fund (First Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
25th August, 1972 (vide Appendix). 


2. In rule 3 of the Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
Rules, 1949, in sub-rule (1), in clause (a), for entry (i), the 
following entry shall be substituted namely; — ■ 

"(i) the Sccreta^, Additional Secretary or Joint Secretary 
to the Goverament of India in the Ministry of 
Labour and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour 
and Employment) or any other officer of that 
Ministry, who may be appointed as the Chairman 
by the Central Government," 


APPENDIX 

A Joint Secretary in the Ministry of Labour and Rehabi- 
litation (Department of Labour and Employment) was 
appointed as Chairman of the Advisory Committee under 
Rule 3(l)(a)(i) of the Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
Rules, 1949 vide notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Labour and Rehabilitation (Department of 
Labour and Employment), S.O. No. 529 dated the 25th 
January, 1972. Subsequently, he took over as Additional 
Secretary in the Department of Labour and Employment 
with effect from the 25th August, 1972. The need to amend 
the afore-said Rules had, thus, arisen as the original rule 
did not provide for an Additional Secretary being appointed 
as Chairman of the Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advi- 
sory Committee. Government’s intention had been to allow 
him to continue as Chairman of the Advisory Committee. 
No one would be adversely affected by this amendment coming 
into force with effect from the 25th August, 1972 — the date 
on which he took over as Additional Secretary.
